Horizontal leading and bold squares provide the perfect 
backdrop for the bright red fruit that reminds us of har- 
vest time.

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LEADING 


Leading is used to separate paint colors and 
add design to glass. Leading can be purchased 
in premade strips or, using liquid leading and 
leading blanks, can be made at home. 


Premade Leading Strips—can be purchased 
already formed into lines that peel off and stick 
to windows. 


Liquid Leading—when dry, forms leading strips. 
To use, squeeze leading onto a leading blank, 
outlining an entire design or making leading 
strips to use later. Liquid leading cannot be 
applied to a vertical surface. Let leading dry 
before applying to window. The strips are bend- 
able and can follow curves and design lines. 
Liquid leading is available in black, gold glitter, 
gold metallic, silver glitter, and silver metallic. 


Leading Blanks—are 8" x 10" plastic sheets 
used as a Surface to create leading lines. 
Designs can be created on blanks, then 
removed and applied to windows. The texture 
of these blanks makes it easy 10 remove Strips 
or entire painted designs from the surface.

General Instructions 


WINDOW PREPARATION 
|. Protect work surface with paper towels. 


2. Clean glass surface with glass cleaner, or 
wash with soap and water. Lei dry. 


3. Measure window or surface and adjust 
design measurements. 


4. Draw or choose pattern to fit window. 


5. Practice applying leading strips on surface. 
Get the feel of applying paints. Remember 
that you are working on glass. Do not use 
excessive pressure when applying or 
removing materials. 


APPLICATION TECHNIQUES 


The application techniques shown in this 
book offer a variety of ways to create stained- 
glass designs. The three most popular tech- 
niques are the Vertical Technique, the Modular 
Technique, and the Horizontal Technique. Each 
technique, while similar, has its own merits. 

The Horizontal Technique is used if the sur- 
face can be placed horizontally for working. 
This allows the leading and painting to be done 
directly on the project and on a flat surface. 

The Modular Technique is an alternate way to 
create designs for vertical surfaces. This tech- 
nique is more commonly used on smaller 
motifs or when the Surface cannot be laid hori- 
zontally. The design motifs are leaded, painted, 
and cured on a leading blank surface. After the 
design motif is dry, it is peeled up and placed 
on the window. 

The Vertical Technique is for working on win- 
dows that are already in place and cannot be 
removed or placed on a work surface. 


WORKING WITH PATTERNS 


Patterns are supplied for eacn project. When 
a design is symmetrical, often only half of the 
design is presented. Flip the design to create a 
mirror image. Trace designs on tracing paper to 
keep the book intact. Place traced pattern 
behind or under glass surface or transfer onto 
glass with biack transfer paper. 

Paint colors are indicated on each color guide 
by number. These numbers represent the col- 
ors Siven in the supplies list with each project. If 
two or more colors are indicated with a / sign, 
loosely blend or swirl colors together within the 
section. If a number appears within a circle, 
marbieize the colors within that section. Apply 
background color first, then apply dots of color 
indicated in the circles. Use applicator tip or 
toothpick to swirl colors together. 


Adjusting Patterns 

Determine how many repetitions of the pat- 
tern are necessary for the project. Compare 
the window size to the pattern. To adjust the 
pattern size, either add/remove borders, or 
enlarge/reduce pattern using a photocopy 
machine. 

Use the following formulas to adjust the size 
of patterns in this book: 


To enlarge a pattern: 
desired size 
+ size of pattern 


To reduce a pattern: 
desired size 
+ size of pattern 


% of enlargement % of reduction

+ 6" (Current Size)

How to Make Leading Strips 


Making Leading Strips 


Tips for Working with Leading Strips 

e Mistakes in leading can be corrected by 
scoring it with a craft knife and peeling it 
away, then reapplying new leading. 


e Messy lines can be corrected with practice 
and by coordinating the pressure on the 
bottle with the forward movement of the 
bottle. Practice on notebook paper to master 
the rhythm. 


* Beginning bumps can be eliminated by 
anchoring the leading to the glass so leading 
will not curl around the tip and create the 
bumps before beginning the line. 


Since liquid leading cannot be applied directly 
to a vertical surface, leading strips need to be e 
prepared and dried before applying to the sur- 
face. Unscrew the liquid leading bottle cap and 
remove the seal. Before replacing the top, use a 
paper clip or nutpick to make a hole in the tip. 


Ending bumps can be avoided by stopping 
the squeeze before reaching the end of the 
line and bring tip down, allowing the line 
to end. 


Be certain hole is large enough for leading to . 


flow freely. Do not cut tip off yet. Replace cap.

elbow on work surface—it will inhibit move- 
ment.

Leading strips can be made on purchased 
leading blanks. For ease in making straight 
lines, place a piece of lined notebook paper e 
under the blank. 

To make leading blanks, place lined notebook 
paper on a piece of cardboard and cover with 
nonclinging plastic wrap. Do not use hard plas- . 
tics that resemble glass because the liquid lead- 
ing and paint will adhere permanently to such 
surfaces. . 

Let leading cure thoroughly (at least 72 hours) 
until the strips peel up cleanly. 


Avoid handling strips more than necessary. 


Piece strips by placing them end to end. Do 
not overlap strips. When lines intersect, trim 
them neatly with a craft knife. 


Touch up gaps by squeezing a small amount 
of liquid leading on them. Let joints dry 
thoroughly before applying background. 


If a wider line is desired, apply two strips side 
by side and fill the gap with liquid leading. 


To emulate the look of soldered joints, add 
small blobs of liquid leading to the intersect- 
ing lines. When dry, rub silver gilding on lead- 
ing for a realistic look. 


HOW to Make Leading Lines 


Making Flat or Fine Leading 


Flat leading creates a true glass-art look for 
cabinet doors and sidelights. With flat leading, 
ends can be overlapped without bulk Miter cor- 
ners With a craft knife, and controi the width of 
your leading. Use a flat leading tip that is sold 
separately where glass-art supplies are found. 

Thin leading can be used for adding details 
or intricate designs or even write words. Fine- 
line leading tips can be purchased or you can 
make your own.

How to Mix & Shade Colors 


Creating Mixes & Shades 


Colors can be mixed together thoroughly to 
form a third color, swirled together within an 
entire section with a nutpick to create a mar- 
bleized look, or a deeper color can be used to 
shade a design. 


Mixing Colors: Pour amount of each color need- 
ed into an empty bottle. For example, to make 
vellowish green use one part Sunny Yellow and 
two paris Emerald Green. Mix well, then apply 
from the bottle as usual. If using a texturing 
technique where the paint is applied with a 
brush, the paints can be mixed on a palette. 


Shading Colors: Place a light and a dark color 
from the same color family (example light green 
and dark green) next to each other in the same 
section. Comb with a toothpick to blend the two 
together where they meet. This technique is 
used for flower petals, leaves, and fruits. Do not 
comb so vigorously that you mix the paints 
together, simply comb just enough to blend.

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Swirling Colors: Create an opalescent look with 
translucent paints such as Snow White mar- 
bleized with one or more paints. Place drops of 
one paint in an area, then fill in with a second 
paint. Use the bottle tip, a nutpick, or a tooth- 
pick to swirl the two paints. Use translucent 
paints for both paints and the background will 
look like opalescent glass. 
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How to Use a Bevels Mold 
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Using a Bevels Mold
